LOOMS BIG AT | 
WASHINGTON 
CONFERENCE 


One of the most interesting, and 
perhaps one of the most powerful, del- 
egates to the Conference on Limita- 
tion of Armament at Washington will 
be Lord Robert Cecil, who will repre- 
sent South Africa. Lord Robert Cecil 
has been called the very soul of the 


League of Nations. Where he stands 
on the disarmament question is not in 
doubt. He would like to see every 
sword in the world beaten into a plow- 
share or a pruning hook tomorrow if 
that could be done safely. Nobody will 
go farther than he in the direction of 
disarmament. There will be no dele- 
gate whose honor and disinterested- 
ness will be more generally taken for 
granted. Lord Robert Cecil wants no- 
thing for himself, nor does he want 
anything unfair for England. The 
anonymous writer of “The Mirrors of 
Downing Street” says that at the 
Paris Peace Conference Lord Robert 
kept the ideal of the League of Na- 
tions alive in an atmosphere that was 
charged with ~war, and prevented those 
conferences from beiig a “peace to 
end peace.” 


Lacks Fanatacism 


This writer has a great admira- 
tion for Lord Robert, and says that 
the great defect in his character, 
the only thing that keeps him fron: 
being the greatest political force in 
England today, is the lack of that 
quality with which he most generally 
charged. Lord Robert is suspected of 
being a fanatic. He has every quality 
for the first rank and for the fore- 
most place in that rank, but an urg- 
ing passion or enthusiasm. It is a 
sense of humor, an engaging diffi- 
dence, a continual deviation toward a 
mild and gentle cynicism—the very 
antithesis of a fanatical temper—that 
keeps him from leadership. We are 
told that there is no more firmly fixed 
idea in the minds of the British peo- 
ple than that the conquering quali- 
ties of a great captain are courage 
and confidence. Lord Robert has given 
no sign of these qualities. “He ap- 
pears upon the platform as a gentle- 
man makes his entrance into a draw- 
ing room, not as a toreador leaps into 
the bull ring.”

%. expresses his opinions as a 
gentltman expresses opinions at a 
dinner table, and not as the ale- 
house politician airs his dogmatisms 
in the taproom. Naturally he could 
hardly compete for public favor with 
such a man as Lloyd George, who 
would employ vulgar methods fron 
which Cecil would shrink. But under 
the impelling force of some great en- 
thusiasm his modesty and diffidence 
might disappear, and in this case he 
could hold his own on platform or in 
the house with any man in England 
The anonymous author relates an 
incident in the house when Lloyd 
George in a speech was making a 
number of small scoring points 
against the Labor party. Lord 
Robert wrote a note and a page took 
it to his brother, Lord Hugh. “Lord 
Hugh unfolded the slip of paper, read 
it, smiled very boyishly all over his 
face, and ,folding it up again, slowly 
turned his head and looked back to- 
ward his brother. The smile they ex- 
changed was a Cecilian biography. 
One saw in the light of that instant 
and whole-hearted smile the danger of 
a keen sense of ironical humor.” 


Need For Moral Leader 


Early in the war Lord Robert per- 
ceived clearly that what the nation 
wanted above all else was not a poli- 
tical leader, but a great moral leader, 
He said once that under the public 
show of national life the British peo- 
ple were famishing for such guidance, 
He numbered himself amongst those 
anxiously scanning the horizon for 
such a leader. In the view of the 
Gentleman With a Duster, he should 
have instead been answering the in- 
articulate cry of the people for that 
leader, He had in himself the quali- 

_ties needed, and this time he had the 
enthusiasm, but here again diffidence 
prevented him from stepping forth 
and filling a role that no one in Eng- 
land was so well fitted to fill. Says the 
writer: 

“No good man of my acquaintance 
is more powerfully convinced of the 
goodness of British nature. He 
watches the British people with an 
abiding affection, He believes that 
they possess, even those of them 
who appear most degraded and sordid, 
ethe fundamental virtues of Christian 
character—a love of justice, an in- 
stinct for kindness and a faith in 
truth,” 


Minister of Blockade 


More than one of his fine addresses 
has taken for its text the words of 
Edith Carvell—Patriotism is not 
enough, Her murder by the Germans 
moved him perhaps more than any 
single incident of the war. Pondering 
over it, he said that what most im- 
pressed him was, not that the Ger- 
mans thought it no crime to shoot a 
woman, but that they should — be 
wholly incapable of understanding 
why such an atrocious deed should 
shock the world, He realized in war 
that the Allies were not fighting an 
enemy who could be shouted down, but 
one whose spirit and temper were 
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quite different from those of the Brit- 
ish people, and that this spirit must be 
understood before it could be con- 
quered. As minister of blockade he 
performed services of the greates! 
value. He kept Sweden neutral when 
the Russian foreign office was breath 
less with excitement on this point. He 
showed in this department that he is 
no mere idealist, but a man with a 
strong, practical grasp of affairs 
whose head may be in the clouds, but 
whose feet are on the solid earth. 


England’s Position 
A Favorable One 


It will scarcely do for either the 
political enemies or the commercial 
rivals of England to assume that that 
country is down and out because busi- 
ness is languishing there and times 
hre hard—because mines and mills 
were compelled to shut down, and the 
unemployed are even now clamoring 
at the doors of town halls. We have 
been told that Englishmen have now 
only to choose between starvation 
and emigration—that England’s mar- 
kets are destroyed and that she can 
neither feed her people nor buy food 
for them with her export business. 
If this were literally true, says the 
Boston Transcript, the spectacle pre- 
sented would indeed make of England 
that which she has sometimes been 
called, the modern Carthage. As a 
result of such a condition the owl and 
the bittern would soon be the only in- 
habitants of London and of Man- 
chester, and the lonely New Zealander 
from some spared ivy-clad tower of 
London Bridge, might indeed brood re- 
flectively over the miasmatic ruins of 
the once proud metropolis of the 
world. 


Workers Failed Her 


If one were to accept the recent 
lamentations—or in some instances, 
the jubilations—based upon the as- 
sumed total ruin of England, one must 
be afflicted by the thought that the de- 
struction sought by Geramny has been 
achieved in spite of Germany’s defeat 
in the Great War—that the prayer of 
hate, “Gott Strafe England,” has been 
answered, notwithstanding the Allies’ 
costly victory—perhaps on account of 
Can y.e actually suppose that this 
is the case? Certain indications have 
favored the supposition. Business of 
all kinds has languished. The war put 
a burden upon British industry which 
seems impossible to bear. Production 
ir all lines is weighted down bya stag- 
gering, even a paralyzing, rate of tax- 
ation. Cost was pushed beyond profit. 
To make matters worse, the workers 
of Britain, her immemorial pride and 
her saving resource, her true bulwark 
and defence, the one great guarantee 
of her very existence, seemed to fail 
her in her emergency. In her pivotal 
industry, the mining of coal, they de- 
manded wages which the industry 
could not yield, and asked privileges 
and power which theratened the very 
bases of the state. The foundations, 
indeed, had seemed to totter.

Praise From American 


But though the situation was, and 
is, so serious, the fact must be noted 
that England is still there, and still 
possesses industrial resources which 
can be employed for her salvation. 
The fact is made clear by a statement 
made to a reporter of the Transcript 
iby a highly competent authority 
Trade Commissioner William J. Page 
of the United States bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, a busi- 
ness expert who has been attached to 
the American embassy in London for 
the past two years, and who is fresh 
from a deep study, on the ground 
| of the British industrial and com- 
} mercial situation. Mr. Page believes 
that the British recovery has already 
begun. The coal miners have gone to 
work, They have learned the lesson 
that they cannot hope to receive an 
[uneconomic wage, nor to dictate in 
their own assumed, not real, interest 
the politics of the Empire. 


Her Great Resources 


Britain has a large reserve stock 
of coal which she is able to export, 
and to sell cheaper than any other 
country can sell it, Her shipping 
is in a position to hold the business 
of the seas, being economically organ 
ized and managed, which is not the 
case with our own, German rivalry 
on the seas has been removed. And in 
the meantime, general trade and in- 
dustrial conditions have tangibly im- 
proved, and unemployment has some- 
what diminished. In the measure that 
the outside world recover froms the 
wreck, the awful waste, the paralysis 
of the war, there is every indication 
that the industry of Great Britain will 
stand ready to march step by step 
with it, This is substantially the view 
of the practical business man, an Am- 
erican, who has been closely observ- 
ing the whole situation. To his con- 
clusions may be added the genera! 
observation that the workers of Eng- 
land have never yet failed to prove 
equal to the damand made by their 
country’s destiny and career among 
the nations, and there is really no 
good reason to doubt that they wil! 
prove equal to it in Britain’s greatest 
crisis. Not in a year, not in a decade 
of the strangest of all events can the 
essential character of that nation be 
destroyed. The workers are there, and 
in spite of fiercely propagated Bolshe 
vism, they will work.

EGYPT NOW 
NEARING ITS 
INDEP’DENCE 


LONDON, England, Nov. 1—Egyp- 
tian independence is now almost a 
foregone conclusion, and it only re- 
mains for the Egyptian government, 
represented here by Sir Adly Pasha, 
and the British foreign office to come 
to an agreement over one or two 
matters which, though of great im- 
portance to both parties, are con- 
sidered to present no insuperable dif- 
ficulties. 

Great Britain has agreed to abolish 
the protectorate on condition that a 
treaty of alliance is immediately and 
uutomatically substituted. To this the 
Egyptian representatives have agreed 
and it is understood that the treaty 
will be of a permanent character 
in so far as no term of years will 
be specified. The British government 
in arriving at an agreement ha8, how- 
ever, insisted on certain guarantees 
embodied in the two outstanding 
clauses: first, the security of com- 
munications, and, second, the protec- 
tion of foreigners in Egypt. 


No Draft Agreement Ready 


Contrary to the general report, no 
draft agreement has yet been handed 
to the Egyptian delegates; in fact it 
is stated they have no knowledge of 
the existence of a draft. Furthermore 
it will be impossible to formulate an 
agreement until these two vital 
clauses are settled. 

Whilst quite willing to acknowledge 
the reasonableness of the British con- 
tention, a considerable difference of 
opinion still exists as to the precise 
interpretation of the clause which de- 
mands a guarantee for the protection 
of foreigners. The Egyptian author- 
ities consider this clause would be 
fulfilled by the maintenance of a force 
necessary for the military protection 
of the Suez Canal, and that such a 
force in the occupation of a definite 
part of Egyptian territory, such as 
will in the near future be agreed up- 
on, could afford all the protection ne- 
cessary to British and other foreign 
residents. 

On the other hand, it is claimed that 
so long as British troops are scatter- 
ed about in various parts of Egypt the 
Egyptians consider that the indepen- 
dence of their country can only be 
nominal and no matter what the terms 
of the agreement may be, the true 
spirit of independence will be lack- 
ing. 

The Egyptian authorities state that 
they are willing to apportion any area 
that may be agreed upon for the sole 
use of the British troops in their 
duties as guardians of the canal, but 
that they can never agree to garri- 
sons being maintained in other parts 
of the country. This, it is considered, 
would fulfill both the spirit and letter 
of the Milner agreement, and Egyp- 
tians find it difficult to assign a rea- 
son for the British cabinet’s views. 


Population United 


Every hope is entertained that an 
agreement will soon be reached on 
these two vital points, which alone 
are preventing a draft agreement be- 
ing drawn, Statements that have ap- 
peared, alleging that the delegation’s 
hesitation in signing the document 
was due to the effect it would have on 
the extremists in Egypt, are charac- 
terized as wholly untrue, 

Not only is there as yet no know- 
ledge of any document, but it is wholly 
beside the facts to intimate that there 
is an extreme or opposition party in 
Egypt. The population to a man, it is 
stated, is in favor of the country’s 
independence, and Zaghlul Pasha’s 
recent tour, including his declaration 
that he alone represents the people, 
is due solely to personal antagonism 
and in no way indicates any funda- 
mental political differences between 
Sir Adly’s and Zaghlul Pasha’s na- 
tional ambitions. 

The British government is sustain- 
ing the proposals for the maintenance 
of an adequate military force is not 
altogether uninfluenced by the other 
powers whose nationals have resi- 
dence in Egypt. All the great powers, 
and a number of smaller ones, still 
possess extraordinary privileges 
known as “The Capitulations,” and of 
these they are exceedingly jealous. 

It is pointed out, however, that even 
though the British force in the vicin- 
ity of the canal were in any eventual 
ity to prove insufficient to cope with a

At the same time, it is emphasized 
that the interests of Egypt are as in 
evitably bound up in the maintenance 
of law and order, as are those of the 
other powers. Furthermore, respon- 
sible Egyptians are determined that 
as far as lies in their power no unto- 
ward occurrence shall mar their newly 
gained independence, which it is con- | 
fidently hoped will be accomplished 
before the end of this year. 

Mr. Lloyd George stated in the 
House of Commons today that it was 
not true that the negotiations with the 
Egyptian government had reached a 
point where merely the signatures of 
the Egyptian representatives was re- 
quired. He assured the House that 
before any change is made in the rela- 
tions of this country to Egypt, the 
members would be given an adequate 
opportunity for discussion —Christian 
Science Monitor.

THE LEAGUE 
AIDS CHILD

LONDON, England, Nov. 1.—One 
good result of the war is the stimulus 
given to international co-operation in 
industrial affairs. The Internatinal 
Labor office, set up by the League of 
Nations, has been very active in try- 
ing to bring about the equalization 
of the conditions of labor in different 
countries. A very important part of ite 
work has been in the direction of the 
protection of child workers against ex- 
ploitation by employers. In this con- 
nection the International Labor Re- 
view calls attention to the advance of 
international legislation as compared 
with what was achieved before 1914 
While the Berlin labor conference of 
1890 was unsuccessful in obtaining 
the prohibition of the employment of 
children under 12 in the countries of 
southern Europe, the International 
Labor Conference held at Washington 
in October, 1919, was able to raise the 
limit to 14, and prohibited night work 
for young persons under 18, 16 having 
previously been considered too high a 
limit. 


Action Taken 


It is reported that the convention 
concerning the minimum age for ad 
mission of children to industrial em- 
ployment has been ratified by Greece 
Switzerland, Tzecho-Slovakia, and 
Rumania. In Germany it has been 
approved by the Reichsrat and the 
Central Economic Council, but the 
Reichstag has not yet voted on it. In 
Italy the convention has been favor- 
ably reported on by the Parliamentry 
Committee, and will shortly come up 
for voting in the full house. Bills for 
the ratification of the convention are 
at present before the parliaments of 
Belgium, France, the Argentine Re 
public, Denmark, New Zealand and 
Spain, and before the King of Siam

for the adaptation of national legis- 
ation have been introduced in Chile

Special Protection } 


“The sole argument for special pro 
tection,” the Review continues, “is a 
special set of conditions. The protec- 
tion of children is on the grounds 
fully justified. But such protection 
must remain restricted within certain 
limits, and it must not be made a pre- 
text for social experiments applicable 
to all workers, as, for example, in the 
sphere of hygiene, in which protection 
should not be less general than the 
risks. The protection of child labor 
should be as ample and as absolute as 
possible. It should be the legal ex- 
pression of the de facto situation, ex- 
pressing the difference which really 
does exist between children and adults 
and it should admit of the fewest 
possible exceptions. When it has 
reached this stage it can be stabilized 

“In addition to negative protection 
i.e., to the prohibition of night work 
for children and of their employment 
under the age of 14, children also need 
positive protection, Such positive 
protection is still rudimentary, and 
needs to be developed. Its object is 
not the protection of the child against 
risks, but its preparation, develop- 
ment, and equipment for life. The

sufficiently substantial, the whole 
representation of France in the world 
congress will be doubtful. 

It will be difficult to choose at 
last minute other men who will 
viously be altogether unprepared. The 
position is causing great anxiety in 
diplomatic circles because the attacks 
on the Briand Cabinet whi 
begun last week are apparently far 
more formidable than any he has vet 
sustained, Speaker after speaker has 
criticized the government on one point | 
or another, but the most significant 
fact is the enthusiastic reception given | 
to Andrew Tardieu. Mr. Tardieu has 
since the fall of George Clemenceau 
been in great disfavor, and even his 
most powerful speeches have been re 
ceived coldly. He has now aroused 
the Chamber to warm approvel. 

While it is believed that Mr. Briand 
will rally opinion to himself, it is 
recognized that a new and difficult 
Briand has declared for a policy of 
peace and conciliaition, and for the 
abandonment of quarrels, internal and 
external, He undoubtedly reflects the 
spirit of the country. These declara- 
tions have brough him the unreserv- 
ed support of the Left, that is, of th« 
Radical Republicans, though not of 
course of the Communists. 

Now Mr. Tardieu appeals to the 
Right and asks the Ploc National 
whether it intends to be governed by 
the Radicals. He attempts to divide 
the Chamber in two parts, declaring 
war on the Radicals and b yimplica- 
tion placing Mr. Briand on their side. 
This appeal to party spirit certainly 
brough great applause from the Bloc 
National, which, it will be remember- 
ed, won a complete triumph at the last 
elections and is the predominating 
combination of the Chamber. 

If Mr. Briand loses its support, he 
cannot be saved by the left. But it 
is believed that the center will vote} 
for the policy of moderation expound-, 
ed by Mr, Briand.

SAYSCANCEL 
WAR DEBTS 


Some pessimist has said that you 
never know a friend until you come 
te have money dealings with him, but 
we are loath to believe that the atti- 
tude of the United States Senate upon 
the debt owed by Great Britain to 
Uncle Sam is typical of the relations 
between the two countries. The atti- 
tude of the senate is extremely busi- 
ness-like. There will be no refunding 
of the British debt. There will be no 
extension of credit. Britain and the 
ether allies are expected to pay the 
interest on the debt almost immediate- 
ly and to repay the debt at the time 


originally intended. Of course the 
United States does not need the 
money. Generally speaking she has 
all”the gold in the world and has 
shown a_ strong disinclination to 
trade with her debtors on such a basis 
as would enable them to work out 


their indebtedness. If paid, the debt 
will prove rather an embarrassment 
to her. Nevertheless, for political 
reasons the senate has turned a flinty 
face upon the suggestion that the

It is always a problem for the

When soft press through a 
strainer and add two level tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, andeither a few grains 
of nutmeg o ra couple of drops of 
lemon or vanilla extract. This appl: 
sauce may be served at breakfr st. 

If one desires a aesert for the Sun- 
day dinner the apple sauce made from 
|dried apples may be made into apple 
snow. To a cupful of strained apple 
| sauce add one-fourth cup of sugar, a 
Ititle lemon juice and grated rind 
and the white of one egg. Beat all 
with an eggbeater until white and 
fluffy. 

To make prune whip or apricot 
|whip, substitute wie pulp if either 
'for the apple sauce and omit the lem- 
on, if not liked. Two egg whites 
makes the dessert a little more rich, 
but one eggwhite is enough. Chill the 
“snow” and serve with a boiled cus- 
tard flavored with vanilla and chilled. 

To make a soft custard scald a 
cup of milk. Beat one egg slightly 
and add to it two level tablespoons 
of sugar and a grain or two of salt. 
Add the hot milk slowly to the 
mixture and stir over hot water until 
the mixture coats a spoon.

If the egg is too expensive, one 
level tablespoon of cornstarch stirred 
into a little cool water may be sub- 
j stituted: The result will be a simple 
| sauce quite satisfactory, but not as

| the figs, dates and raisins. Figs and 
|dates are not used nearly as much 
| as they should be in the average 
| household, Figs in fancy packages are 
| good to look at and toothsome, but too 
expensive for the woman who must 
practise rigid economy. 

The loose figs should be scrubbed 
and picked over and then either steam- 
;ed or stewed with just a little water. 
Sugar may be added, but it is well to 
learn to like stewed figs without. 
Dates or figs may be mixed with 
farina or white cornmeal mush. They 
add to the dish and make extra sugar 
unnecessary. Also, these fruits help 
to give bulk to these rather “fine” 
foods, 

Put dried raising into your bread 
and rice and other cereal puddings. 
Chop the raisins up with some nuts 
and a little lemon juice, and make 
sandwiches of the mixture for the 
afternoon tea party or the kiddies’ 
lunchbox.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle has _ re- 
cently completed a lecturing tour in 
Australia. In the course of the war 
he came into contact with many Aus 
tralians, and when it was over he ful 
filled his desire of going to their own 
home and doing what he could 
through spiritism to comfort the mo- 
thers and wives whose man had fallen 
in the struggle.

much fussing is necessary. One good 
treatment, including the manicure, | 
once a week, and five minutes massage | 
each day, will do very well for the 
hands. 

But if those enlarged finger joints 
and bluish veins that begin to make 
their appearance around the danger- 
ous turn of life are to be warded off, 
the hands must be given systematic 
care for a long time before. 

Intelligent use of the various hand 
cosmetics on the market is one of the! 
essentials in retaining the grace and 
charm of a youthful hand. The long, 
slender lines, with the white, taper- 
ing fingers, can be maintained to the 
very end if the treatment here describ- | 
ed is faithfully followed. 

Use plenty of cold cream. In sum- 
mer time, when the hands go glove- 
less, especially where the outdoor 
sports, like tennis, rowing and golf 
are indulged in, the palms of the hands 
must be watched for calloused spots. 
Toilet pummice should be applied to 
the affected parts to remove all traces 
of the callus, and followed immed- 
iately be a good cold cream bath.

LADY LAURIER 
DIES AT OTTAWA 


OTTAWA, Nov. 1.—Lady Laurier,|] TWENTY SCHEMES FOR 


widow of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, died at 
her home here today at 11.45 a.m. All 
through last night physicians attend- 
ing Lady Laurier expressed the fear 
that the end was at hand. Lady Laur- 
ier was in her eightieth year and 
caught a chill while out walking re- 
cently. No children survive. Sir Wil- 
frid died February 17, 1919. 

Lady Laurier was the daughter of 
the late L. N. R. La Fontaine of Mon- 
treal. She married the late Sir Wil- 
frid on May 13th, 1868, and during 
his long political career she occupied 
a foremost place amongst the women 
of Canada. Only recently she was 
asked to accept the Liberal nomination 
of the City of Ottawa. 

Despite almost total blindness in 
recent years, she has been active in 
her interests in politics, particularly. 
She was the idol of the French-Can- 
adian Liberals. 

Lady Laurier had held many im- 
portant positions in women’s organiz- 
ations. She had been the guest of 
Queen Victoria and Queen Alexandria 
at Windsor Castle on several occa- 
sions, and when the present queen 
Mary visited Canada as the Princess 
of Wales in 1901, she made the pre- 
sentation to her of the fur cloak from 
the women of Ottawa. When the cor- 
onation of King Edward took place, 
Lady Laurier was present, and it is

EDMONTON, Oct. —An aver 
age yield of 16.19 bushels of spring 
wheat to the acre is indicated by 
threshers’ reports that have thus far 
been received by the department of 
agriculture. The figures are not final 
being based upon only a partial lis 
of threshing returns, but are consid- 
ered fairly representative ofsthe Al 
berta crop area. The original estimat« 
was 11 bushels. 

About 300 circulars were sent out 
by the department to threshers asking 
for their figures, and of these 59 have 
been heard from. It is on the basis 
of such replies that the average for 
the province has been made up. The 
average for oats is in the same way 
shown to be 28.37 bushels and for 
barley 22.91 bushels.
